LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


group of state legislators de- 
cided Thursday to submit a bill 
to the special session to update 
the 1971 drug control law. 


Rep. Ralph Patterson 
of 


North Little Rock said the bill 
would be offered as a substitute 
to Gov. Date Bumpers' legisla- 
tion for a major revision of the 
law. 


Patterson said some legisla- 


tors felt that a special session 
should not attempt a major re- 
working of the law. He said the 
committee bill would make the 
most needed changes, saving a 
larger revision for a regular 
session. 


One provision of the bill 


would provide for a minimum 
one-year probation for first of- 
MiQers convicted 6T possessing 
controlled drugs. 


The bill also would clarify

An- 
other would clarify the defini- 
tion of marijuana. Patterson 
said some types of marijuana 
might not be covered by the act 
because of lack of an adequate 
definition. 


The proposal also would in-

include a "rebuttable presump- 
tion" clause declaring that a 
person is presumed to have 
possessed drugs for sale, a fel- 
ony, if he possessses more than 
s epcified quantity.

partially to blame for a rash of 
infection outbreaks in hospital 
nurseries across the country. 


Twenty-four government offi- 


cials and pediatricians huddled 
for six hours Wednesday to 
weigh reports of 74 cases of 
staphylococcal skin infections, 
most of them termed minor, in 
22 hospital nurseries since a na- 
tionwide survey began less than 
two weeks ago. Although all 
had stopped routine hexachloro- 
phene (HCP) bathing of babies, 
hundreds of other which also 
had stopped the 
22-year-old 


practice reported no outbreaks. 


The 
group's 
conclusion: 


"Further studies are needed to 
determine the risk-to-benefit ra- 
dio of careful short-term use of 
hexachlorophene in newborn in- 
fants." 


In the meantime, the group 


said, the government will stand 
pat on its warning not to bathe 
babies 
routinely 
with 
such 


three-per-cent HCP solutions as 


pHsioHex. 


Experimental studies have 


shown that newborn monkeys 
bathed daily with three-per-cent 
HCP solutions for 90 days suf- 
fered 
degenerative 
brain 


changes. 


Human infants absorb the 


chemical 
into 
their 
blood- 


streams at about the same lev- 
els as baby monkeys, the doc- 
tors said, indicating "a possi- 
bility that toxicity might occur 
in infants under conditions of 
exposure." 


They emphasized that hospi- 


tals must tighten protection 
against infection, especially by 
requiring nursery attendants to 
wash their hands with sue bac- 
teria-fighting cleansers as HCP 
or iodophors before handling 
each infant. 


But if all other efforts fail to 


control 
infection 
outbreaks, 


physicians were advised to con- 
sider returning to once-daily 
HCP bathing of infants, but to 
discontinue its use after they 
are sent home. 


"Under 
no 
circumstances 


should hexachlorophene-bathing 
jf infants be used as a substi- 
tute for good hospital prac- 
tice," the group said in an- 
nouncing that the FDA, the Na- 
tional Center for Disease Con- 
trol and the American Acade- 
my of Pediatrics will sponsor 
research on preventing hospital 
staph outbreaks.

ABA Seeks to 
Combat Crime 
NEW ORLEANS (AP) - The 


American Bar Association will 
be asked next week to support 
legislation requiring 
criminal 


suspects to submit to finger- 
printing and other tests, al- 
though they are not under ar- 
rest. 


ABA endorsement could en- 


hance chances that Congress 
will approve the bill introduced 
in January by Sen. Roman 
Hruska, R-Neb. 


The legislation already has 


the backing of the ABA's Sec- 
tion of Criminal Law, headed 
by Justice William Erickson of 
Colorado Supreme Court. The 
recommendation will be put to 
the ABA's policymaking House 
of Delegates on Tuesday. 


The ABA section also pro- 


posed some changes in the bill 
to assure compliance with the 
Constitution's ban on "unrea- 
sonable searches." For one 
thing the suspect will have to 
be advised he has the right to a 
lawyer at his side. 


Meanwhile, the same ABA 


group is asking the House of 
Delegates to oppose legislation 
that would permit use of evi- 
dence at federal trials that was 
obtained by police in violation 
of the Constitution. 


Hruska's bill would not re- 


quire the suspect to respond to 
questions about the crime. The 
identification tests, including 
lineups, blood and urine speci-

The ABA section said the bill 


"appears to be constitutional" 
under Supreme Court decisions 
and that it would not violate

Sometimes these sources are 
adequate. This explains in 
part why some women toler- 
ate the change of life better 
than others.

You remember J a c k i e 


Pung, who when growing up 
on the island of Oahu was 
known as Jacqueline Liwai— 
pronounced "Levi" as in 
Dolly Levi of "Hello, Dolly!" 


"Everybody wonders," she 


says, "what's happened to 
Jackie Pung. Well, Jackie 
Pung's gone to greener pas- 
ture." 


The swinging grandmother 


was in from the Islands to 
tell us this herself, with a lei 
of pikake (peacock-ee), an 
exotic flower vine of Ha-vah- 
ee, dangling down from her 
round shoulders. 


You might as well know 


that Jackie hasn't changed 
shape from the time she was 
a regular on the women's 
golf tour. It wouldn't be ex- 
aggerating to say Jackie's 
face was as round as a happy 
smile, with torso to match. 
In 1957, she won the U.S. 
Women's Open—well almost. 
Except that she accidentally 
turned in a wrong score card 
and was disqualified, an hor- 
rific misdemeanor commit- 
ted years later by Roberto de 
Vicenzo in the Master's. 


The greener pasture to 


w h i c h Jackie Pung (Mr. 
Pung's family was descend- 
ed from 
King Kalakaua) 


went lies on the big island of 
Hawaii, in an old lava bed 
on the western coast, from 
which has been carved the 
Waikoloa Mauka golf course, 
saddled between the great 
mountains of Mauna Kea and 
Mauna Loa. Mrs. Pung is 
the resident head pro. 


That in itself is unusual, a 


woman heading up the play- 
ing end of a new golf and 
resort complex. A female 
head pro is as rare as a 
Gloria Steinem-for-president 
button. But Jackie has been 
most unusual from the time 
she showed up on the main- 
land exactly 20 years ago to 
win the U.S. Women's Ama- 
teur, the tirst Islander ever 
to capture a national golt 


title. 


There is, first, that roly- 


poly look. Jackie Pung ca- 
ressing a golf ball resembles 
a rhythmic Yo-Yo uncoiling. 
She looks out at the world 
from behind rimmed glasses 
with a perpetual Buddhalike 
smile. None of the inflections 
of the Islands are in her 
speech. "Mother came from 
Memphis, Tenn.," she ex 
plains. "My father, Jack 
Liwai, whose original name 
was Waiolama, was there 
during World War I." 


Jackie remembers her first 


pilgrimage to Memphis back 
in 1954 to put on some clinics. 
She had turned pro the pre- 
vious year, and for the next 
decade she was an active 
and colorful member of the 
women's tour. Since 1964 she 
has been a teaching pro at 
Mauna Kea, but occasionally 
she has come back for forays 
among the touring pros. 


Lennie Wirtz, the pro bas- 


ketball referee who used to 
chaperone the lady golfers 
around the country as their 
tour director, looked at her 
every time she showed up 
and asked, "What's a grand- 
ma like you doing out here?" 


Sometimes Jackie herself 
wondered. 


"This was in the days be- 


fore big m o n e y , " she re- 
views. "You'd win a tourna- 
ment and collect $350 first 
prize. Most I ever made was 
in the $10,000 range. Now it's 
getting a lot better." 


But Jackie's getting a bit 


older. She has opted instead 
for the more sedate life back 
in her native hearth. 


"From this golf course at 


Waikoloa," she says, "I've 
had a chance to get involved 
with Hawaiiana. In the con- 
struction, we've come across 
old stone carvings and had 
to go around ancient burial 
grounds. Why, one time we 
had to cut across a histori- 
cal old path used by my an- 
cestors. Before we could do 
it, we had to bring in a ka- 
huna—a priest—to give the 
blessing." 


They may have to bring 


him back when Jackie sur- 
veys the divots left by those 
haoles she'll be teaching at 
her new layout.
